Rail= 


roads Washed Away. 


FIREMEN DISBAND,

Wfcwberg, N. Y., July 14.—Melsinga res- 


ervoir in the Fishkill mountains near 
MaMeawan, burst at 4 o'clock this morn- 
ing owing to the heavy rains. The water 
ran'into the creek and two miles below, 
near Dutchess Junction, washed away the 
brickyard buildings, including the board- 
ing house occupied by laborers. 


The loss of life at Timoney's brick yards 


is now thought to have been seven. There 
were about 3D laborer* in the boarding 
houses that were swept away. All escaped 
but seven. One man had an arm broken 
and others suffered minor injuries. 


The flood washed away 200 yards of the 


Hudson River railroad track. Trains are 
stalled on each side of the breach. Twelve 
hundred feet of the New York Central 
tracks were washed away and all trains 
are stalled. 


There were two reservoirs in the moun- 


tain, the lower one half mile distant from 
the other. The upper dam ea»e way 
letting a volume of water into the lower 
reservoir, which also burst, and the water 
rushed down through the ravine. 


The Vanburens and Timoueys brick 


yards on the Hudson, just below Duchess 
station, are a mile distant from the site of 
the lower reservoir. Without warning, 
the flood reashed them through the 
ravine and made terrible havoc. The 
buildings were torn in pieces and their 


occupants carried away in the raging 
flood. 
The water works system was operated 


by a private company and supplied the 
villages of Matt«awan and Fish Kill. At 9 
o'clock seven bodies had been recovered. 
It is reported that 20 are still missing. 
Tons of earth and an ud were washed down 
in the flood and men are digging into this 
mass to recover other bodies. 


Trains were stalled all the way irui i 


Fishkill to Poughkeepsie. One of these 
was a Cook excursion train, passengers 
on which expected to start for Europe to- 
day. At 10 o'clock a temporary trestle 
was built at the break in the New York 
Central railroad track and the Montreal 
express, southbound, went over. It will 
be late this afternoon before the trains can 
be run on time.

51 ore and more is heard the cry of 


"municipal control and ownership" of 
public services, and more is this question 
•forcing itsalf upon all cities, large and 
small. The most famous and successful 
example of such ownership is that of 
Glasgow. 
That city has realized in 50 


dillerent ways the reduction of the cost of 
Service to the public which comes from 
the public ownership of lighting plants, 
3treet cars, water works, markets and 
otber public utilities. It may be said that 
no clearer tribute to the success of the 
system can be paid than by the fact that 
tnc entire revenue of the city is derived 
Jr.m its public works and institutions, 
and that the hours of service of the public 
emjloyeshave been shortened and their 
daily wages increased. 


The details regarding the system em- 


ployed by the municipal authorities are 
given in a letter from Jossph Ashbury 
Johnson, In the Morning Call of San 
Francisco, from which it appears that the 
progress of improvement of the city dates 
from the year 1854, when a number of 
philanthropic citizens formed an associa- 
t on for the improvement of the condition 
of the slnm population. This was practi- 
cally the beginning of a reform movement 
which ultimately resulted in an act of 
parliament empowering the city corpora- 
tion to carry out the work which philan- 
thropy and private eflort had failed to ac- 
;oinplisb. It is claimed that at that time 
the condition of the poor in that city was 
worse than in any other of the cities" of 
Great Britain. On June 11 occured the 
3lst anniversary of the passage by the 
British parliament of the Glasgow im- 
provement trust act. The measure ha8 
worked 
so 
well 
that 
today 


the 
slum 
districts 
are practically 


eradicated. The city 
condemned the 


wretched tenements and erected in their 
place the very best form of modern snmi- 
t»ry buildings, containing one, two, three, 
four or five room apartments, which the 
city rents to the tenants at from |3 to $17 
a month. The water and gas rates which 
are paid to the city are merely nominal 
and reduce the cost of living to a mini- 
mum. There are altogether over 1,000 of 
these suites of rooms or flats owned by tt e 
city andrentedat the prices named above, 
and at the average rate.of six persons to 
the flat, there are over 6,000 people accom- 
modated in this way. The scheme has 
been so well managed that the income de- 
rive d by the city not only covers the in_ 
tertst of the investment, cost of mainte- 
nance, and all incidental expenses, but 
there has actually accumulated a sinking 
fund which is gradually wiping out the 
debt incurred in the purchase of the con- 
demned property and constructing the 
new tenements.

The intemperate 
use of the wheel is as baneful, from a 
physical standpoint, as anything can pos- 
sibly be, and the necessity of moderation 
in such oppressive weather as we have 
lately bean experiencing, cannot be too 
forcibly impressed upon the mind of him 
who finds enjoyment in cycling. An emi- 
nent medical authority has cautioned 
against the use of the wheel, on extremely 
hot days, between early morning and 
evening, and the wisdom of his advice 
will be admitted by all who will give the 
matter consideration.

On 
an electric, however, there is no worry 
for the passenger, as cool breezes watt 
about him, breezes made by the motion of 
the car, if not sent by nature.—Worcester 
Gazette.

This morning at 9 
o'clock the grand jury visited the jail, and 
at 11 o'clock made their report -to Judge 
Dewey. Ten oases were heard Monday, 
and as many more Tuesday, the Neefus 
case occupying considerable time in the 
investigation. The trials will begin be- 
fore Judge Maynard next Monday.

E. Bissailioo, president of the North 


Adams Franco-American olub was chair- 
man of the meeting and B.Bernard was 
chosen secretary. The matter of organiz- 
ing was discussed very fully when the 
meeting opened and every possible phase 
of its influence upon the French people

was 
considered. 


A constitution 
and 
by-laws, 
which 


had 
been 
prepared, 
was 
gone 


over carefully and it was decided that no 
permanent organization ba established 
until this constitution and laws be referred 
to the several clubs and approved. The 
meeting adjourned at this point, subject 
to the call of the chairman, when he is in 
formed as to the action of the clubs with 
reference to the constitution and by-laws 
submitted to them. 


The constitution embodies the plan and 


works of the clubs aa they are at present 
and has very Jew new features. It does 
not alter the functions of the clubs. It 
lays stress upon the value of French resi- 
dents becoming naturalized and aims at 
the educational and social betterment of 
the French people. There is a large num- 
ber of French people in the county. This 
is shown from the fact that there are 2,500 
French voters in Berkshire. The united 
clubs will increase this number and how 
rapidly they can increase it is indicated 
by the 90 the North Adams club was the 
means of introducing to citizenship last 
year.

Eev. Fr. Marcoux, pastor of St. Raph- 


ael's church, Williamstown, leaves Thurs- 
day for Indian Orchard to assume control 
of the French parish there and Rev. Fr. 
Beaudoin o( Indian Orchard parish comes 
toliiis section to assume the pastorate of 
St. Raphael. Rev. Fr. Beaudin has not 
felt equal to the arduous task that is found 
in the Indian Orchard pastorate 
and 


Bishop Beaven has made the transfer to 
give Rev. Fr. Beaudoin the smaller field 
of Williamstown and give Rev. Fr. Mar- 
conz the larger field of Indian Orchard, 
for which he is well qualified. 


Rev. Fr. Marcoux dislikes to leave 


Northern Berkshire in which he has had 
a wide paatorial experience and gained 
the sincere regard of the French people 
and of many others. He came to North 
Adams from Montreal to become the 
assistant of the late Rev. Fr. LeDuc, 
whose death was a heavy blow to the 
parish of Notre Dame. He had known 
Rev. Fr. LeDuc from boyhood and it was 
at the urgent request of that priest that 
Rev. Fr. Marcoux left Canada to come 
here. He labored here three years and 
four years ago to a day he was appointed 
pastor of the Williamstown parish which 
includes the village of Qreylock and its 
little, unfinished church. 


Rev. Fr. Marcoux bos left his impress on 


the Catholio'cburch in this territory. 
When he arrived in this city the founda- 
tions of the Williamstown church had 
been laid and Williamstown and North 
Adams were then in parish. His labor was 
argely the completion of the 'Williams- 
town church and the development of its 
pariah conditions. 
Later it was found 


that the people of Greylock and Blackin- 
ton were far from a church home and the 
plan of building a little church in that 
village was conceived. The work of plan- 
ning, raising money and building fell to 
the lot of Rev. Fr. Marcoux, who labored 
industriously to the end In view. The first 
story of the church waa completd when 
the depressed times came upon the coun- 
try and further building was suspended. 
The church remains as Rev. Fr. Marcoux 
left it several years ago, the condition of 
the people not being prosperous enough 
to warrant a movement to complete the 
church. 
As it is it serves the people of 


Greylock and vicinity in an admirable 
way. 
.During the illness of Rev. Fr. Charbon- 
neau of Adams, Rev. Fr. LeDuc was 
placed in charge of the parish in that 
town during the absence of its pastor in 
Europe for his health. At his lamented 
death Rev. Fr. Marcoux had charge of 
the parish and carried out the wishes of 
the people as to bis funeral and burial as 
he did tor the people of Notre Dame par- 
ish of this city on the death of Rev. Fr, 
LeDuc. Rev. Fr. Marcoux has worked 
quietly and devotedly for the French 
people of northern Berkshire, has been 
'their adviser and helper and a consoler in 
their days of affliction. His departure is 
deeply regretted by them and he will 
never lose the opportunity to renew his 
asaociations in these parts. 


His consideration 
for his people is 


clearly shown in all his work, but no 
more in any than in some of his recent 
acts in Williamstown. When the church 
was built there it was not accommodated 
by a parochial residence or school. Rev. 
Father Marcoux planned how to provide 
both at least possible expense. He built 
a parsonage, 
but 
set 
apart 
two 


rooms 
in 
it 
for 
a 
parochial 


school. In those 
two rooms, under 


the immediate charge of a sister of the 
priest and Miss Gosland. a niece of Mr. 
Gosland of this city, English and French 
are being taught the children of St. 
Raphael parish. This was temporary, 
and recently Rev. Fr. Marcoux: purchased 
property which he designed should be a 
convent. Had he remained in Williams- 
town a little longer he would have bad 
the school in charge of nuns, whose home 
would have been in the recently acquired 
property. His successor will undoubtedly 
carry out his plans.

Episcopal Cake—Beat four eggs for ten 


minutes; add half a pound of sugar end 
beat ten minutes longer; then add half a 
pound of flour, and beat another ten min- 
utes. Butter a mold and bake slowly one 
hour.—Mary Manney, Riverside, III. 


Ginger Sherbet—To a pint of strong, 


well sweetened lemonade add one tea- 
spoonfull of gelatine, dissolved in a very 
little cold water, three ounces of pre- 
served ginger, cut into small pieces and a 
little of the ginger syrup, a tablespoonful 
or more. Put into freezer and freeze. 


Rice Bread—Quarter pound of rice, two 


pounds of flour, one-half tablespoonful 
s;lt, one cake yeast, one pint luke-warm 
water. Sew rice in a sack, but leave suf- 
ficient room to let it swell; put the sack 
in boiling water and let cook for three 
hours. Dissolve yeast and salt in water, 
mix with rice and knead in two pounds of 
flour. Let rise and treat aa common 
wheat bread. 


Cracker Muffins—To pne and a half cup- 


fulls of rolled crackers add a quart of 
milk, two eggs well beaten, one tea- 
spoontul of sugar and a small cupful of 
flour. Beat thoroughly and bake in very 
hot gem pans in a quick oven. 


Steamed Blueberry Pudding—One pint 


of flour, one pint of berrias, washed and 
drained in a sieve; two level teaspoonfuls 
of cream of tartar, one level teaspoonfui 
of soda, one-half teaspoonful of salt, milk 
to mix—about one cup. Silt the soda 
cream of tartar and salt into the flour and 
stir well, then add the berries and just 
enough milk to mix the whole to a stiff 
batter. Put in a well buttered tin mold 
or pail, and set into a sauce pan half-filled 
with boiling water. (The sauce pan must 
have a tightly fitting cover.) Let cook 
for one hour and a half, and serve with 
hot sauce. Sauce—Cream, half a teacup 
of butter; add one cup of sugar and two 
teaspoonfuls of flour. Beat well. Pour 
on one teacup of boiling water. Let boil 
for two minutes and flavor with nutmeg.

Raisin Puffs—One third of a cup of 


butter and two tablespoonfuls sugar, 
creamed. Add two eggs, two cups flour, 
one cup milk, one cup seeded raisins, 
chopped and floured, two heaping tea- 
spoonfuls baking powder, Steam in cups 
and serve with Lemon Sauce—One-half 
cup of butter; one cup sugar, one egg and 
three tablespoonfuls of boiling water. 
Add the juice and grated rine of one 
lemon. Cook in double boiler.

CITY OF NORTH ADAMS. 


IN CITY COUNCIL. 


July 9,1897. 


Be it ordained by the city council of 


North Adams, Mass., as follows, to wit: 


Section 1. Section three of chapter 16, 


relating to ice for domestic uses, is here- 
by amended so as to read as follows: 


Section 3. Each year during the month 


of May, and at such other times, as may 
be deemed proper, the said board of 
hiialth, shall examine ice sold or offered 
for sale for domestic purposes, in this city, 
and shall also examine the sources of sup- 
ply of and water of any pond, reservoir, 
or place, where such ica is harvested, and 
cause to be made a careful analysis of 
such ice. 


Section 2.— Section four of said chapter 


is hereby amended so as to read as 
follows: 


Section 4. The board of health, im- 


mediately after any such analysis or ex- 
amination, as soon as may be, shall file a 
copy of such analysis, and a written re- 
port of auy such examination with the 
city clerk, who shall safely keep the 
same, for public examination and refer- 
ence. Such written report shall contain 
an adjudication by said board as to 
whether such ice is pure or impure and fit 
or unfit for domestic use. 


Ice eo determined by said board to be 


impure or unfit for domestic uses, shall 
not be sold in this city, after the filing: of 
such report,—Notice in writing of such 
report, determination and filing, signed 
by the chairman of such board or by its 
agent shall be served upon any person, 
party or corporation owning or having 
such ice for sale. 


Any person, party or corporation who 


shall thereafter sell or offer for sale any 
such ice for domestic purposes, shall be 
punished by a fine not exceeding $20 for 
each offense.
